ation of busineHB confidence tliroughont 
the land. From the information at hia 
command, Mr. Cleveland has no doubt 
that his iK)licy will be adopted by the 
house of representatives ftfter reasona- 
ble disousiion.

Day of this city recently addressed a 
lettfT to Senator John Sherman of Ohio, 
making a suggestion regarding the is- 
n» of coins compo6e<l of alloyed silver 
•nd gold. He says: 

"Let the silver and gold now in the 
treasury b« ocrfned into mixed or elao 
tmm dollars, composed of 80 cents' 
worth of silver bullion and 40 cente' 
worth of gold bulllOD. Bv purchasing 
100,000,000 more ounces of silver at a 
oost of say $70,000,000, the treasury 
would have bullion enough to coin 
$500,000,000 of standard electrum dol- 
lars, worth 100 cents each all over the 
world. The depreciated silvex dollars 
could be called in and replaoed hj the 
new dollars of full yalue. 

Senator Shermana leMMP in SSSIMr to 
Mr. Day's is as follows: 

"Yours of the IHth is received. The 
experiment of making what is called 
the gold coin, consisting of partly 
silver and partly of gold, was thor- 
oughly tried when I w^as secretary of 
the treasury, but it was found that this 
coin could not be distinguished from 
the silver coins. The quantity of gohl 
in the coin was so trining that it did 
■ ■ not change the color of the silver, or 
illhable anyone without an assay to dis- 
mguiab the gold coin from the silver 
coin. To avoid this dlfflcnlty it ■was 
proposed to insertj the gold portion in 
the center, but this was not satis- 
factory, ae it Would be very small, like 
a dot on the silver coin. 

"No doubt is is desirable to use both 
gold and silver for coinage to the 
utmost extent that will not demonetize 
either of them. Even if a new ratio 
should be adopted, unless it has the 
sanction of the chief European powers, 
it will not prevent fluctuation in the rel- 
ative value of gold and silver. Now 
that the choice must be made, I have 
no doubt the subject vrill be given the 
most careful attention and may be 
solved."

What Ther Think of Bopoalins the Shor-

Was;hinqt().n. July 21. -Cou^'ressmen 
who were most intercBted in defeating 
the passage of the force bill, it is re- 
ported, may aid their western col- 
leagues in oppostaicr tlie onoonditional 
repeal of the Sherman silver bill. This 
Btate of affairs is represented to have 
been I rought about by correspondence 
between western silver senators. 

It is said that at the time the force 
bill was before the senate the western 
silver senators bolted their party 
caucus to e(id their southern friends, 
and resisted to the bitter end all efforts 
to "whip them into line," that it was 
through their efforts, united with those 
of the solid Democratic minority led by 
Sttnat(^r Ciorman, that the fight asainst 
the force bill was sneoessfal; ana that 
much diplomacy was necessary to 
gather sutficient strength from the Re- 
publicans to defeat tlie force bill, and 
that obligations were consequently 
then iiumrred which have since bene- 
fite<l the Republican senators who aid- 
ed the Democrats. 

Tariff, silver and all other questions 
were at the time relegated to the back- 
ground, and every energy was put 
forth by the southern people to prevent 
the passage of the force bill. It is cited 
that by a strange coincidence the very 
Republican senators from the west 
who helped to defeat the force bill, are 
now the most interissted in continning 
the use of silver as money, and are 
calling upon the southern senators to 
help them to prevent action, which 
they believe will prove to be a calamity 
to the business interests of their states. 

A southern senator friendly to silver 
said that he felt very much like foing 
to the aid of bis fellow senators in thi 
west on the principle "that one good 
turn deserves another." By so dmng, 
be added, ho could reiwy an obligation 
that both he and his people felt was 
due to thoee who aidfa to defeat the 
cnrssd foroe^tME ^

CmCAOO, Jnly 24.— The white city 
was deserted yesterday. The Sunday 
closing order was rigidly enforced, and 
any person who entered the exposition 

grounds had to prove that his presence 
there was absolutely necessary. 

There wa.'< no trouble of any kind 
from persons wishing to enter the 
grounds. The nearest approach to a 
distorbance was at 9 o'clock, when a 
drlnk-flnshed indlvldnal mounted a box 
across the street from the Fifty-seventh 
street entrance and called vociferously 
for 11)0 volunteer.>* to aid him in tearing 
down a hection of the fence in order to 
allow poor laboring men to see the fair 
free. A Hyde Park policeman stopped 
tb*. haraagua,. however, and took the 
asaa away in a patiol wagon. 

The crowds outside the gates along 
Stoney Island avenue were small dur- 
ing the entire day, and the numerous 
sideshows did nothing. 

IiiJiiNticc to Ohio >V<>«1 Kxhiblt. 

Ohio's wool exhibit at the wr)rld's 
fair may be withdrawn from competi- 
tion for the award. This is the result 
of what is thought to be injustice or 
favoritism in the appointment of the 
committee which v.-ill act nn judges. 
The jury on awards began its work, 
with the examination of the wool dis- 
play from Ohio flock raisers. Thu 
committee went about it.s work in a cut 
and slash manner, and after half a 
dozen fleeces had been ruthlessly torn 
apart and thrown a.-ide, Executive 
Commis.sioner Ryau was notified of the 
unuBual proceedings of the examiners. 

Mr. Ryan at once investigated the 
matter ami found that one member of 
the jury of awards is the superintend- 
ent of the Australian wool exhibit. 
Australia, a-s is well knowi', fitidsin the 
Buckeye state its chief coinpetitor in 
the wool interests at the (>.xposition. It 
is thus manifefitly unjust that the 
Kupei inteiident of that exhiliit tdumM 
have the privilege of passing upon tlio 
merits of the ()nio display. Jlr. Ryan 
ha.s caused the examination of the Ohio 
wool to be suspended for oue week, and 
the whole matter to l)e fully investigated. 
Sleantime ho will consult President 
Peabody of the Ohio conunission as to 
what is best to be d(.)ne in the matter, 
and it iB probable that unless the ob- 
jectionable juror is di.splaced, the en- 
tiro Ohio wool I xliibit may be removed 
from competition for the award. 
Attondaaoo Bolow BspootatloM. 

Although up to this time nearly 
6,000,000 persons have paid to see the 
fair, and have come from all parts of 
the United States, the world's fair offi- 
cials are disappointed in the attendance. 
At the preeent rate the record for the 
first half of the six months of the fair 
will reach 6,7SO,000. The most sanguine 
experts on expositions say that under 
the most favorable conditions the total 
attendance will not reach !<0,000,000. 
Before the exposition opened, world's 
fair officials declared that the attend- 
ance wonld reach a total of 80,000,000. 

KuKHlaii i:Tiiii>ltors Placatnd. 

The covers on the Russian exhibits 
have l)een removed, Collector of Cus- 
toms Clark having promised that no 
further insults shall be offered by his 
deputies. Collector Clark will sustain 
his subordinates in the matter. In the 
letter he has addressed to the Russian 
chamberlain, he insists that the pro- 
visions of the special regulations under 
the act of April 'i:^, 1890, place all for- 
eign e.xliibits in the control of the 
customs ollicials. an<\ that examinations 
of exhibits may be found neoessarj to 
owry ont ika rsgnlatioos. 

IndlkB* Editors* Day. 

Instead of holding its annual summer 
meeting at Warsaw Lake, Ind., as has 
been customary the Indiana Repub- 
lican Editorial association this year 
will meet at the world's fair. The In- 
diana state building has been placed at 
the disposal of the editors, and on Tues- 
day, July 25, the first public meeting of 
the association for this session will be 
held therein.

Mill company of New Albany made an 
asBignmeiit for the l)enefitof their cred- 
itors. The cause leading to the failure 
was tht< assignment of the Premier steel- 
works in IndianaiH'liB several months 
ago, of which Charles W. Depauw held 
0,450 shares.

Ht 
also assigns all his personal property in 
stocks, bonds, etc.. in trust for th( 
benefit of all bonatide creditors. 

Later in the day another deed of as- 
signment was filed, that of tlie New 
Albanv rail mill. Ihe deed intludes 
afl of Sir. Uejiauw's New Albany prop- 
erty and real estate in Madison county, 
including lots m the Star Land com- 
pany's first addition to tlie city of 
Alexandria. The Union Trust com- 
pany of Indianapolis is made assignee 
in each dee<l. 

The last d»ed also coti\eyM to the 
Trust comjjai' V mII j^ts' nial property, 
goody, merch!»"il''-e i luitrels. property 
rights and credits. The ahs<;t8 are 
valued at over $1,oim}.0(W and the 
liabilities are not slated. A few min- 
utes after the deed had been filed, Mr. 
Dejiauw said:

It Bosnlts In tba Usual Free FlgbtlnK 
Among tho Miners. 

ScKANTON, Pa., July 24.— Saturday 
was payday at the mines at Priceburg, 
a prosjierou-s borough of this city, and 
the llungarians ami Poles of the town, 
and there are hundreds of thsOl thns^ 
began to drink heavily. 

At 7 o'clock at night a Hungarian 
and a Pole engaged in a tignt in 
Bryann Fallon'** sahfon and the coun- 
trymen look sides vcith them, a free 
fight resulting.

The Pob'H took eiceiition, and a race 
war commenced, lastin:^ three hours, 
during which there was a reign of 
terror, all tho saloona in the town be- 
ing talvcn i)o.><ses8ion of and the officers 
driven oil'. 

O\er:io men were injured, three fa- 
tally, and one Pole had his ears cut off. 
Many windows were broken in with 
stones mid clubs. Shortly before mid- 
night Deputy Sheriff Craig arrested 
several and restored psto*. Many ar- 
rests will f ollow.

Two niocks of Wooilrn nustnefs llnusas 
Completely Wiped Out— Thiovoa Ool 
to TlMlr Week to TaHMS VaMs 1 Hm 

Tillage — KIrr I<as*e* Elsewhere. 

Bkyan, O., July 24.— The little Til- 
lage of Edgerton, containing about 800 
inhabitants and situated in the west 
part of this (WIHlaa^ oonnty. was 
vhiited by a disastrous flia at 10 o*elook 
at night The fire originated in Um 
rear of a pliotofj:riipli gallery, but hoW, 
no one knows. The flames soon spread 
from building to building, until about 
'H) business houses were consumed. The 
city hand engine was used as well as 
possible bnt did no good. As a last re- 
sort, the department from this place 
was ordered there, but too late to save 
any of the buildings pnve a dwelling. 
About '">() buildings in all wt re laid flat 
to the ground by the flames. 

Two Miiuares in leuKth of business 
houses, all wooden, were burned. The 
contents of nearly all the buildings 
were saved. Tiie lots will e.cceed W5,- 
(H)(i. with light insurance, many of 
thein without insurance altogether. 
The buiUlings were built on a square, 
two sides of which were burned. The 
largest business block, a :!-story brick, 
owned by Farnliam & ("omiiany, and 
located at the corner of the siiuare, was 
not burned. All the buiMiiitrs on both 
sidi s of it went. Nothing is left '<ii the 
square but that high building and a 
coujile of bake ovens. While people 
were looking upon the fire, many houses 
in different parts uf the villatre were 
broken into and valuables taken. Sev- 
eral arrests wMe made.

HUNQ TO A TELEG RAPH POLE, 
fclfti* B»F<al fftMB rr»ai JMl mm 

Memphis, July 24. — Lee Walker, the 
negro who Msaulted Miu Mollle Mc 
Ctoddflllt BMUr Bond station, and on the 
MBM iMJ MMoIted a colored girl, and 
^ho WM captured B'riday, was lynched 
Saturday night in spite of the fact that 
SS well-armed deputy sheriffs gnarded 
the jail and that SheriflF McLendun had 
ffiven it oat that the mob should not 
triumph. 

The lynching was very similar to the 
B«rdwell affair, the body being cre- 
mated after hanging in "full view of 
1,()00 men. women and children. 

The attack on the jail began at 11 
o'clock. It was not believed >t would 
be suooMsful, the mob being composed 
chltHf of dnmken men and boye, and 
SbMriS McLendon ordered his men not 
to Imt Uljbody. The crowd grew in 
numbors and at 12:15 a. m. broke down 
th* Jail gates. Even the sheriff would 
BOt permit his men to use their weap- 
onsk Finnlly a rush was made and Mc- 
Lendon was knocked senseless with a 
chain. He was carried to a bedroom 
And the mob battarad down tha doora. 
fomid iha mfitTi «all, aad got him 
out. 

He fought flercelyandbit several men 
■everely. He was stabbed and slashed 
until the blood streamed from him in 
tonrents. He was hustled off to a tele- 
gnph pole two blocks away and a rope 
was fastened around Ids neck. He was 
lined up and his tnan naked body 
■wung clear off the ground. Then a 
big railroad switchman pulled his legs 
until his neck craoked. The same man 
then mutilated tha oorpae. The negro 
was dead, or nearly eo before he was 
hanged. 

There were probably 5.000 persona in 
the crowd around the jail, but not more 
than 100 took an active part in the as- 
sault and subsequent lynching. They 
were nearly all railroad men. One of 
them stumbled and fell as the victim 
was being carried to the telegraph pole, 
and the crowd trampled on him, break- 
ing his jaw and probably injuring him 
fatally. Sheriff McLenden ia badly 
hart He st-ems to have concussion of 
the brain. 

The rapist tried to commit suicide 
before he was lynched by cutting his 
throat with a glass bottle found in bis 
caU. After the body was cut down the 
mob raided a lumber yard and building 
s bonfire burned the dead negro. The 
fire was built in the middle of Front 
street, near the juil. By 9 o'clock the 
town had become quiet. 

Walker was 19 years old, very black 
and strong as a gorilla. Six months ago 
he was committed to jail at Milwaukee 
for assanlting a negreas named Duck 
Sondere. Three weeks ago he was re- 
leased and came to Memjihis. Ha was 
overtaken Friday at the home of his 
father near New Albany, MaBS.
